LONDON, Oct. 29.—Mindful of 
the melees which have disturbed 
London's calm twice within re- 
cent weeks, police today arranged 
elaborate precautions against 
trouble when the nation’s “hun- 
ger marchers army” converges on 
, Trafalgar Square tomorrow. 

The marchers will stage their 
second demonstration tomorrow 
morning, reiterating their demand 
for abolition of what they declare 
to be abuses of the dole system. 

Their first portest came Thurs- 
day and although the 2,000 
jmarchers were absolved of blame, 
}a riot developed in which 60 or 
more persons were injured despite 
| police precautions. The bobbies also 
had fought thousands of unemploy- 
ed across the Thames from parlia-

The Passing Show

Cora Hind, well known as the agricultural editor 
of the Winnipeg Free Press is doifig a good work in 
protesting against the apathy in Canadian govern- 
ment and business circles over Churchill as a grain 
port and shipping point. She is now in EBurope— 
having made the trip via The Pas, Hudson Bay 
Railway and Churchill—endeavoring to rouse inter- 
est abroad in Manitoba's ocean port 

Miss Hind will find her work more effective 
nearer home. Continental shippers have shown 
themeelves desirous of using the port. Whatever the 
nature of the dead hand laid upon Churchill, its 
origin is not far from the Manitoba capital. 

Twelve freighters have taken wheat from 
Churchill, but not the name of a single Manitoba 
firm has appeared on the bills of lading. Though 
ten ships have ladon wheat this year, only thirteen 
cars of Manitoba wheat has been shipped to tho 
Churchill elevatot. It would look as if the Winni- 
ee Grain Exchange, which joined in the demand 
or the Hudson Bay port, is now engaged in boy- 
cotting it 


Government apathy is even harder to explain. 
Premier Bracken has not as yet paid a visit to the 
seaport or shown himself aware of its existence 
Business men wishful to start an hotel there, can- 
not get a site because the townsite plans are for- 
ever being revised. On the same pretext no post- 
office is yef built there. The only private business 
established is that of Sam, a Chinaman who runs a 
laundry. Three banks which had offices there dur- 
ing construction days have withdrawn. There is no 
bank nearer than The Pas, five hundred miles away. 

The people of Canada have a huge investment in 
the port and railroad. The grain growers of Mani- 
toba have a crop of hopes there awaiting harv 
The harbour is a wonderfully good one and the port 
equipment, if it has a defect, can only be criticised 
for its extent and completeness 


I was in Churchill, little over a year ago, as a 
representative of the Regina Daily Star at the open- 
ing of the Hudson Bay railway. The goodness of 
the roadbed and the suitability and equipment of 
the port surprised everybody. A greeter surprise is 
that forces that should be bending themselves to 


make the port a commercial success, now seem to 
have lost interest in the project 

Canada’s future lies across the seas. As a nation 
living to ourselves we have only manz 1 in a hun- 
Gred years to act ea fe sparsely settled com- 
munities across width of the Dominion.
